FRANCE AND GERMANY MAKE 
NO DECLARATION—BOTH BLAM- 
ING THE OTHER. 


London, August 3.—Four. great 
powers of Europe, Austria-Hungary, 
Ryssia, France and Germany are now 
engaged in actual warfan:, but the 
extraordinary position - -obtains that 
;two of them, Germany and France, 
have not only not declaréd war 
against each other, as far as_ is 
|known here, but hawe not even sever- 
‘led diplomatic relations, and this 
despite the fact that Germany’s 
ultimatum to-France has either. been 
ignored or najected. 


The explanation of this would ap 
pear to be that Germany and 
France are each seeking to throw 
on the other the onus of beginnin; 
the war. In fact, while the nations 
jof. Europe are flying at each other’s 
j throats, they ans vieing with each |. 
other in protesting their desire to 
‘maintain peace, and they repudiate 
the responsibility for plunging the 
whole continent into bloodshed. 

In this curious situation, France, 
according to British opinion, has the 
strongest justification. She certainly 
was the latest to mob»lize and seems 
to have taken the greatest pre- 
cautions to avoid further complicar 
|tions. 

On the other part Germany, in ad- 
dition to .invading..french territory 
without a formal declaration of war, 
has vidlated the neutrality of Lux- 
embourg and declines to give any. 
undertaking to respect Belgian neut- 
rality. 


AMBASSADOR’S EFFORTS 
WASTED. 


The efforts of the British ambas- 
sador to secure this undertaking 
have been wasted It is difficult to 
sse how Great Britain can avoid 
being drawn into the conflict to pro- 
tect Belgian and Dutch neutrality, 
‘and on this point Premier Asquith’s 
official announcement in parliamsent 
is awaited with intense anxiety, the 
British public being no longer under 
any illusions as to the gravity of the 
crisis which transcends anything. in 
their experience. 

The least observant man in Lon- 
don could not fail to be impressed 
with the fact that something tre- 
mendous was happening. Short of 
‘actual formal mobilization the Brit- 
ish government is taking all neces- 
sary steps to mect the situation un- 
precedented in the nation’s history. 

DAY OF GREAT SUSPENSE. 

Sunday was a day of the greatest 
suspense in English history. For 
hours the cabinet was in council at 
Nhitehall and the whole country be- 
lieved it to be wrestling with the 
question of whether England should 
take up arms in support of her 
partners in the Triple Entente. 

No statemert was made officially 
conazrning the cabinet’s deliber- 
ations, except that the premier 
would make an announcement in the 
house Monday, and that the cabinet 
would hold another meeting in the 
morning. The government took 
three measures for defence yester- 
day, none of them consistent with 
the policy of remaining out of the 
conflict, if that should be its policy. 

PREPARING FOR WAR. 

The naval reserves and naval mar- 
ine ponsioners were called out by 
procalamation ; the territorials who 
had just assembled at the training 
;camps' for annual practice were or- 
dered back to their headcwarters ; 
the home secretary prohibited aerial 
flights over the entire kingdom and 
territorial waters, except by  mili- 
tary craft. 

All these measures ave purely de- 
fensive. Great Britain would feel 
obliged to take them with a great 
war raging close to her shores, even 
if there was no question of her par- 
ticipation. 

Censors took charge of all the 
cable offices in the kingdom last 
night. All code. messages were pro- 
hibited, even to Australia. Tele- 
phone communication with the con- 
tinent was entirely stopped. 

FINANCIAL SITUATION. 

The king, issued a proclamation de- 
claring a moratorium, or legal de- 
lay, allowed for meeting obligations 
for a month, and suspension of tho 
banking act today appears assured. 
Parliament will probably pass a bill 
jfor a loan to an amount of $250,- 
000,000. A rise in the price of food- 
stuffs is expected, though the boa 
of trade has issued a reassuring 
statement that thence is a wheat sup- 
ply for four months in tho country. 
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Tokio, Aug. 3. .--German ship was seized at Viadivo. 
stock to-day by Russians. - 


‘London, Aug. 3:---A despatch to pte Telegraph from 
Paris Sunday, but ‘delayed by censor, says: “German army 
invaded Switzerland ; captured Swiss station at Basle.

Rapid. aggression taken by the German forces indicate 
that they are attempting to strike a decisive blow at France 
in order to be ready to meet the Russian armies, whose 
mobilization requires more time than that of France. 


PARIS, Aug. 3—A state of siege is proclaimed throughout France. This means 
that the country is at war. A formal proclamation will be next step. It is expected today. 


AMSTERDAM, Aug. 3.—The German cruiser Augsberg is bombarding Libau, an 


important Russian port in the Baltic, according to reports received here. _Libau i is buri- 


ing. A Russian cruiser attacked the Augsberg. 
’ BERLIN, Aug. 3.—Russian troops are invading the eastern part of Germany in 
force. Several conflicts occurred near the border, according to official reports received 


here, but no general conflict has yet been precipitated. 


PARIS, Aug. 3.—Two defeats of German troops invading France are announced 
by a news agency here to-day. It is. stated that, in one engagement on the frontier, a 
livision of Uhlans of the famous cavalry of the Kaiser’s army was routed by French 
troops, and 2,000 prisoners captured. A German patrol crossed the border near Longay, 
and were repelled. Two German officers and twenty soldiers were killed.

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. _Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home 
stead ona farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homvesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. ; 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
yoars, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. ' 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.
